LLINOIS IN THE TREE NURSERY BUSINESS 


Although the two State Forest Tr^e Nurseries in Illinois 
'ill distribute 5,000,000 seedlings in 1948, production plans 
all for an output of 15,000,000 annually within the next few 
'ears to meet estimated reforestation demands, according to 
he University of Illinois Bureau of Economic and Business 
Research. 


Almost 50 percent of the state's 35,000,000 acres orig 
nally was forested. This acreage had been reduced to 10 per- 
:ent a few years ago, and Illinois had more than 
3,000,000 
jcres of marginal, gullied, or idle land better suited economic 
ally to the production of forest crops than to any other agri- 
cultural use. 


Realization of these facts caused Illinois to look to the 
uture. The two State Forest Tree Nurseries, now ranked among 
he best in the United States, began distributing forest trees 
jn a practical scale in 1935, with the work in charge of the 
Division of Forestry, Department of Conservation. 


The nurseries have distributed 48,000,000 trees and wild- 
ife plants at cost to farmers, sportsmen's clubs, coal strip 
•nines, schools, town forests, and other landowners, or state 
-orests. 


Trees obtained from the state must be used only for re- 
rorestation and erosion control. 
Seedlings are sold at $5 a 
Thousand; transplants at $10 a thousand. Thousands of seed- 
lings which have been planted around Lake Jacksonville were 
obtained from the state nurseries. 


To produce one-half the stock required by Illinois land- 
owners the Union State Tree Nursery in Union County grows 
one-year seedlings of ash, walnut, red oak, white oak, black 
locust, cottonwood, sycamore, pitch pine, sweet gum, tulip 
poplar, loblolly pine, Virginia pine, shortleaf pine, and cypress. 
The last six of these species are suited only to the southern 
half of the state. 


At the Mason State Tree Nursery in Mason County are 
grown one-year seedlings of Osage orange, soft maple, and 
black locust; two-year seedlings of jack pine; and four-year 
transplants of red pine and white pine. The three pines named 
are for use in the northern half of Illinois. 


If forestry continues to advance as it has in the past few, 
years, the enormous task of providing trees for the 3,000,000 
'die acres in Illinois will not seem so formidable. 


Cheslea C. Taylor, of Virginia, Cass county, well known throughout the state as a corn grower, is featured 
in a full-page, four-color advertisement in the June Country Gentleman. 


The advertisement is the ninth in a series being sponsored by The Studebaker Corporation featuring fa- 
mous American farms and the men who own and operate them. It shows his home and a view of part of his 
farm land, pictured above. An outdoor portrait of Mr. Taylor is also featured. The paintings were made by the 
well-known American artist, Frederic Tellander. 


Born on the farm which he now works with his father, John H. Taylor, Mr. Taylor is a graduate of the 
school of agriculture at the University of Illinois. He was declared "Illinois Corn King" in the summer of 1946 
by the Illinois Crop Improvement Association. He is a member of the Cass County Farm Bureau and a 4-H 
club leader. 


In addition to farming 1.950 acres in the Sangamon river bottom, Mr. Taylor is currently teaching five 
sections of G.l.'s in agriculture and assisting them with their on-the-job training.
